FACILITIES 

The  operations  and  facilities  of  the  Montana  Aeronautics  Commission  are  located  on  the  Helena  Municipal  Air- 
port, Helena,  Montana  and  include  an  office  building  and  hangar  with  all  equipment  and  physical  assets  of  the 
Commission,  other  than  airport  facilities,  located  at  various  points  throughout  the  State. 

Reference  is  made  to  the  inventory  of  the  property  of  the  Montana  Aeronautics  Commission  submitted  to  the 
Director  of  the  Budget  for  fiscal  year  1960.

AGENCIES  AND  ORGANIZATIONS 

The  Montana  Aeronautics  Commission  cooperates 
with  many  Federal  and  State  agencies  and  aviation 
organizations  on  matters  of  common  interest  pertaining 
to  aeronautics. 

The  four  northwest  States  of  Oregon,  Washington, 
Idaho  and  Montana  are  similar  in  terrain  and  economy 
and  the  Commission  is  affiliated  with  the  Aeronautics 
Departments  of  the  other  three  northwest  States  in 
rendering  mutual  assistance  in  aircraft  search  and 
rescue  operations  and  in  civil  defense  planning. 

The  four  northwest  States  have  a search  and  rescue 
agreement  with  the  Continental  Air  Command  (USAF) 
in  which  the  Aeronautics  Department  of  each  State  has 
the  responsibility  for  aircraft  search  operations  pertain- 
ing to  civil  aircraft.  The  Continental  Air  Command 
assumes  the  responsibility  for  search  operations  in- 
volving military  aircraft,  foreign  aircraft  or  scheduled 
airline  aircraft. 

INTERNATIONAL  NORTHWEST 
AVIATION  COUNCIL 

The  Montana  Aeronautics  Commission  has,  for 
many  years,  taken  on  active  port  in  the  organization 
and  planning  of  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Interna- 
tional Northwest  Aviation  Council.  The  Council  is  com- 
posed of  representatives  of  the  States  of  Montana,  Ore- 
gon, Washington,  Idaho,  North  Dakota  and  Alaska  and 
the  Canadian  Yukon  territory  and  the  Provinces  of 
British  Columbia,  Alberta  and  Saskatchewan.  Members 
of  this  organization  include  representatives  of  aviation 
organizations  and  airport  officials  at  City  and  County 
level. 

The  annual  meetings  of  this  group  are  held  alter- 
nately in  Canada  and  the  United  States.  The  agenda  of 
the  annual  meetings  include  aviation  subjects  and  proj- 
ects of  common  interest  to  the  member  States  and 
Provinces  represented. 

NATIONAL  ASSOCIATION  OF 
STATE  AVIATION  OFFICIALS 

The  Montana  Aeronautics  Commission  is  affiliated 
with  forty-three  other  States  in  belonging  to  the  Na- 
tional Association  of  State  Aviation  Officials  which 
represents  State  interests  before  Federal  agencies  and 
Aviation  groups  at  national  level.  This  association  is 
frequently  called  on  by  aviation  committees  of  the 
House  and  Senate  in  Washington  to  make  recommen- 
dations on  legislation  and  appropriations  pertaining  to 
national  aviation  matters. 

FEDERAL  AVIATION  AGENCY 

The  Federal  Aviation  Agency  is  represented  in  Mon- 
tana by  a safety  office  at  Billings  and  a safety  office 
in  Helena.  FAA  has  twelve  Flight  Service  Stations  in 
Montana  and  on  Air  Traffic  Control  Center  in  Great 
Falls.  The  District  Airport  office  for  FAA  is  located  in 
Helena.  FAA  operations  in  Montana  are  administered 
at  regional  level  from  Los  Angeles,  California  and  the 
regional  operations  are  administered  from  Washington, 
D.  C. 


CIVIL  AERONAUTICS  BOARD 

This  Federal  agency  is  concerned  with  airline  routes 
and  service  patterns  and  with  accident  investigation. 
The  functions  and  responsibilities  of  the  CAB  are  car- 
ried out  by  Examiners  who  represent  the  CAB  at  Hear- 
ings which  are  held  either  in  Washington,  D.  C.  or  in 
the  area  pertaining  to  the  case  at  hand.  Investigation 
of  accidents  is  made  by  a team  of  specialists  and  fol- 
lowed by  Hearings  which  are  usually  held  in  a town 
near  the  scene  of  the  accident. 

The  Montana  Aeronautics  Commission  works  with 
both  FAA  and  CAB  on  matters  pertaining  to  airline 
service  to  Montana  communities  and  aviation  admin- 
istration. 

AVIATION  ORGANIZATIONS 

The  Montana  Aeronautics  Commission  is  affiliated 
with  and  works  with  many  social  and  professional 
aviation  organizations,  several  of  which  are  listed  as 
follows:

ADMINISTRATION 

The  Montana  Aeronautics  Commission  is  charged 
with  the  administration  of  aviation  within  the  State  of 
Montana:  Quote  — Codes  of  Montana  1947  — (Chapter 
2;  sec.  1-204): 

"The  Commission  shall  have  general  super- 
vision over  aeronautics  within  this  State.  It  is 
empowered  and  directed  to  encourage,  foster, 
and  assist  in  the  development  of  aeronautics  in 
this  State  and  to  encourage  the  establishment 
of  airports  and  other  air  navigational  facilities." 
"(c)  It  may  perform  such  acts  — as  it  shall  deem 
necessary  to  carry  out  the  provisions  of  this  act 
and  to  perform  its  duties  hereunder,  all  com- 
mensurate with  and  for  the  purpose  of  protect- 
ing and  insuring  the  general  public  interest  and 
safety,  the  safety  of  persons  receiving  instruc- 
tion concerning,  or  operating,  using  or  traveling 
in  aircraft  and  of  persons  or  property  on  land 
or  water  and  to  develop  and  promote  aeronau- 
tics in  this  State." 

The  Commission  has  held  regulations  to  a minimum 
and  has  followed  a policy  of  giving  technical  assist- 
ance to  the  industry  by  education  rather  than  by  regu- 
lation. The  administrative  responsibility  of  the  Commis- 
sion has  made  it  necessary,  however,  to  require  that 
all  pilots  register  with  the  Commission  and  that  all 
agriculture  spray  aircraft  carry  public  liability  and 
property  damage  insurance. 

Plans  are  being  developed  to  participate  actively  in 
aircraft  accident  investigation.

TO  CALGARY 


AIRLINE  SERVICE 

Montana  is  served  by  four  airlines  including  West- 
ern Airlines,  Northwest  Airlines,  Frontier  Airlines  and 
West  Coast  Airlines.  Western  Airlines  and  Northwest 
Airlines  are  classified  as  trunk  airlines  and  Frontier 
Airlines  and  West  Coast  Airlines  are  classified  as  local 
service  airlines. 

Air  service  to  Montana  cities  is  going  through  a dif- 
ficult readjustment  due  primarily  to  the  changeover  to 
jet  equipment  by  trunk  airlines.  Our  two  trunk  airlines 
in  Montana  now  serve  routes  global  in  scope  with 
Northwest  serving  from  New  York  City  and  other  east- 
ern points  to  Japan  and  China  and  Western  Airlines 
serving  from  Edmonton,  Alberta  to  Mexico  City.  These 
two  trunk  airlines  now  are  less  concerned  with  service 
to  and  between  Montana  cities.  The  operational  char- 
acteristics of  long  range  jet  aircraft  do  not  lend  to  local 
service  and  we  may  expect  that  most,  if  not  all,  Mon- 
tana cities  will  in  the  future  be  served  by  local  service 
airlines  and  perhaps  a third  level  of  airlines,  using  a 
light  twin  engine  aircraft. 

Our  local  airlines  serving  Montana  will  be  changing 
over  to  new  types  of  equipment  which  can  operate  from 
the  existing  airports  serving  our  communities.  West 
Coast  Airlines  is  now  using  turbo-jet  powered  aircraft 
on  some  runs  and  we  may  expect  that  this  type  of  air- 
craft will  be  used  in  the  near  future  in  serving  our 
Montana  communities. 

The  Civil  Aeronautics  Board  has  established  a mini- 
mum criteria  of  five  enplaned  passengers  per  day  if 
airline  service  is  to  be  justified  to  a community.  This 
five  enplaned  passengers  per  day  requirement  is  based 
on  two  schedules  each  way  through  the  community; 
however,  service  to  communities  has  been  cancelled  in 
many  cases  where  formal  hearing  has  shown  that  a 
community  can  not  justify  service  even  though  there 
are  not  two  schedules  per  day  serving  the  community. 


CIVIL  AERONAUTICS  BOARD 

The  Civil  Aeronautics  Board  recognizes  the  State 
Aviation  Agency  as  the  official  representative  of  the 
communities  within  the  State  in  action  taken  pertaining 
to  airline  service.* 

During  the  calendar  year  1960,  the  Montana  Aero- 
nautics Commission  has  represented  Montana  com- 
munities in  action  taken  by  and  before  the  Civil  Aero- 
nautics Board  including  justification  for  continuation  of 
service  to  the  Montana  communities  of  Wolf  Point,  Sid- 
ney and  Miles  City,  Docket  9999,  et  al  with  a hearing 
in  Denver  and  pertaining  to  service  by  Frontier  Airlines. 

The  Montana  Aeronautics  Commission  has  taken 
action  in  the  matter  of  service  between  Regina,  Sas- 
katchewan through  Williston,  North  Dakota  to  Minot, 


North  Dakota.  Representatives  of  the  Commission  ap- 
peared at  a hearing  held  in  Bismarck  and  the  Commis- 
sion Attorney  appeared  at  a hearing  held  in  Washing- 
ton, D.  C.  on  this  service.  The  initiation  of  service  was 
blocked  by  Presidential  order  and  representatives  of 
Regina,  Saskatchewan  have  strongly  recommended 
that  the  service  to  this  Country  be  directly  through 
Minot  rather  than  by  Williston. 

At  a meeting  of  the  International  Northwest  Aviation 
Council  at  Harrison  Hot  Springs,  Britich  Columbia,  a 
representative  of  Regina  indicated  an  interest  on  the 
part  of  that  Canadian  city  in  getting  direct  service  be- 
tween Regina  and  Billings,  Montana. 

An  International  reciprocal  agreement  authorizes 
service  by  a Canadian  Airline  across  the  border  for 
each  service  approved  into  Canada  by  an  airline  from 
this  Country.  It  is  hoped  that  service  between  Regina 
and  Billings  may  be  developed. 

West  Coast  Airlines  has  requested  the  Civil  Aero- 
nautics Board  approval  for  the  extension  of  airline 
service  by  West  Coast  from  Great  Falls  to  Butte  to 
Boise,  Idaho.  This  would  give  West  Coast  Airlines  a 
circuitous  route  for  their  present  service  which  now 
terminates  at  Great  Falls.  No  action  on  this  request  has 
been  indicated  by  the  Civil  Aeronautics  Board. 

The  Montana  Aeronautics  Commission  and  the  State 
Chamber  of  Commerce  in  recognition  of  the  Civil  Aero- 
nautics Board  requirement  of  five  enplaned  passengers 
per  day  have  sponsored  a program  which  included  a 
series  of  luncheon  and  dinner  talks  by  the  Director  of 
the  Commission  at  eleven  Montana  communities  bring- 
ing attention  to  these  communities  of  the  importance  of 
supporting  their  existing  airline  service  to  conform  to 
the  minimum  of  five  enplaned  passengers  per  day 
criteria  of  the  Civil  Aeronautics  Board.

AIRPORT  PROGRAM 

The  major  project  and  responsibility  of  the  Montana 
Aeronautics  Commission  has  been  to  encourage  and 
foster  the  development  of  small  airports  to  serve  Mon- 
tana communities  and  the  development  of  emergency 
and  recreational  airports.  This  program  has  been  car- 
ried out  within  the  limitation  of  the  funds  available  and 
during  the  fiscal  year  1960,  the  Montana  Aeronautics 
Commission  has  participated  in  forty-seven  airport  proj- 
ects. Reference  is  made  to  the  airport  project  chart 
which  is  port  of  this  report  and  which  covers  expendi- 
tures on  thirty  of  these  projects.- 

Montana  airport  projects  have  been  developed  with 
individual  and  joint  coooeration  at  City,  Countv.  State 
and  Federal  level.  The  Montana  Aeronautics  Commis- 


sion funds  have  been  used  in  the  fostering  and  develop- 
ing of  Montana  Airports  as  follows: 

The  Commission  has  made  available  grants  not  to 
exceed  $1,000  to  any  Montana  communities  or  counties 
for  the  purpose  of  financing  preliminary  engineering 
costs  in  determining  the  funds  necessary  for  a specific 
community  or  county  airport  project. 

The  Montana  Aeronautics  Commission  has  made 
available  to  Montana  cities  and  counties  loans  of  funds, 
in  amounts  not  to  exceed  $50,000  for  a period  of  five 
years  at  no  interest,  which  may  be  used  together  with 
local  funds  or  federal  funds  on  airport  projects  which 
have  been  approved  by  the  Commission. 

The  Montana  Aeronautics  Commission  has  been  as- 
sisted by  the  State  Highway  Department  in  the  Highway 
Department  making  available  to  the  Commission  ag- 
gregate for  runway  surfacing  at  the  Highway  Depart- 
ment cost.  It  has  been  found  that  the  small  quantity  of 
aggregate  needed  for  the  emergency  or  recreational 
airport  is  of  too  small  a quantity  to  economically  justify 
setting  up  a crushing  plant  for  the  needs  for  one  run- 
way. 

The  Montana  Aeronautics  Commission  owns  and 
operates  several  4,000  foot  emergency  and  recrea- 
tional airports  including  landing  strips  at  Rock  Creek, 
Canyon  Ferry,  White  Sulphur  Springs,  Tiber  Dam, 
Browning,  Babb,  Coutts-Sweetgrass  border  crossing, 
Seeley  Lake,  Ox-Bow  Ranch  and  Dell. 

Development  work  has  been  done  on  all  of  these 
strips  during  the  past  year. 

AIRPORT  AIDS 

The  Montana  Aeronautics  Commission  has  de- 
veloped an  airport  directory  which  will  be  made  avail- 
able to  Montana  pilots  at  the  beginning  of  the  calendar 
year  1961. 

The  Montana  Aeronautics  Commission  has  fabri- 
cated wind  cone  standards  and  wind  cones  which  have 
been  made  available  to  all  Montana  communities. 

The  Montana  Aeronautics  Commission  has  made 
available  to  Montana  communities  unicorn  radios  for 
air  to  ground  communication  on  frequencies  of  122.8 
and  121.5.  These  radios  are  certificated  by  the  Federal 
Communications  Commission  in  the  name  of  the  Mon- 
tana Aeronautics  Commission  and  are  now  serving 
thirty-three  Montana  airports.  The  Commission  services 
and  maintains  these  radios  which  are  operated  by  the 
communities  served. 

The  Montana  Aeronautics  Commission  has  pur- 
chased surplus  airway  beacons  from  the  Federal  Avia- 
tion Agency.  These  beacons  have  been  modified  and 
have  been  installed  at  eleven  airports  serving  Montana 
cities. 

A set  of  standard  specifications  for  the  construction 
of  small  airports  has  been  published  by  the  Commis- 
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sion  to  assist  Airport  engineers  and  to  be  used  as  a 
guide  in  the  development  of  plans  for  the  construction 
of  small  Airports. 

Model  resolutions  for  the  creation  of  Airport  boards 
and  for  Airport  Zoning  have  been  published  to  assist 
airport  governing  bodies  with  the  administration  of 
public  Airports. 

The  Montana  Aeronautics  Commission  is  the  State 
approving  agency  for  all  State  - Federal  Airport  con- 
struction and  improvement  projects.

SEARCH  AND  RESCUE 

The  Montana  Aeronautics  Commission  operates  and 
directs  a search  and  rescue  organization  supported  by 
flight  operators  and  pilots  throughout  the  State.  This 
Montana  search  and  rescue  organization  cooperates 
with  similar  organizations  in  the  States  of  Idaho,  Ore- 
gon and  Washington,  and  the  four  northwest  States 
have  a reciprocal  agreement  to  aid  each  other  on 
search  and  rescue  operations  or  emergency  pertaining 
to  public  safety  or  civil  defense. 

The  four  northwest  States  have  a written  agreement 
with  the  Continental  Air  Command  with  headquarters 
at  Hamilton  Field,  California,  wherein  the  search  and 
rescue  organizations  of  these  four  States  assume  the 
responsibility  for  incidents  involving  civilian  aircraft. 

The  Montana  Aeronautics  Commission  sponsored  a 
seminar  at  Malmstrom  Air  Force  Base  in  January,  1960, 
at  which  time  search  and  rescue  coordinators  in  the 
State  and  Montana  Sheriffs  gathered  at  the  Air  Base  to 
receive  information  and  instructions  on  aircraft  search 
and  rescue  procedures.  The  Seminar  was  conducted 
under  the  joint  sponsorship  of  the  Montana  Aeronautics 
Commission  and  the  Air  Force,  with  the  Strategic  Air 
Command  acting  as  host  at  Malmstrom  Air  Force  Base 
for  these  Montana  officials. 

The  Montana  Aeronautics  Commission  search  and 
rescue  program  is  integrated  with  the  Montana  civil 
defense  plan  and  the  Director  of  the  Montana  Aero- 
nautics Commission  is  the  Deputy  Civil  Defense  Direc- 
tor for  the  State. 

The  Yellowstone  Park  earthquake  incident  involved 
extensive  use  of  both  military  and  civil  aircraft  and 
helicopters.  All  military  and  civil  aircraft  operations 
were  conducted  under  the  direction  of  the  Montana 
Aeronautics  Commission  search  and  rescue  coordina- 
tors with  the  Commission  financing  the  use  of  special- 
ized equipment  and  smoke  jumpers  furnished  by  the 
United  States  Forest  Service.  The  cost  of  military  equip- 
ment used  was  financed  by  the  Air  Force.  The  value  of 
the  use  of  aircraft  on  this  incident  was  demonstrative 
of  the  need  and  use  of  aircraft  in  disaster  operations, 
which  can  only  be  measured  in  lives  and  not  cost. 

The  Montana  Aeronautics  Commission  represents 
the  Kidney  Disease  Foundation  of  the  University  of 
Washington  in  Montana.  Any  Montana  doctor  can  call 
on  the  Foundation  to  render  service  on  emergency  in- 
cidents involving  kidney  patients  who  have  need  for 
treatment  using  an  artificial  kidney.  Either  the  Kidney 
Foundation  or  a Montana  surgeon  can  contact  the  Mon- 
tana Aeronautics  Commission  requesting  transporta- 
tion for  a patient  from  any  Montana  point  to  the  Uni- 
versity of  Washington  hospital.  This  service  requires 
immediate  action  in  which  the  patient  usually  is  in  need 
of  the  artificial  kidney  in  a matter  of  hours  to  save  the 
patient's  life.  The  Commission  in  turn  contacts  a flight 
operator  or  requests  the  use  of  a military  airplane  to 
transport  the  patient  to  Seattle.  Service  has  been  fur- 
nished to  patients  of  Montana  doctors  in  three  instances 
during  the  past  year.  This  emergency  service  saved 
the  lives  of  two  Montana  patients,  and  transportation 
costs  were  financed  by  the  Foundation. 
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T:-e  Montana  search  and  rescue  operations  during 
:’re  past  year  included  some  thirty  alerts  and  three  in- 
stances in  wnich  extensive  search  and  rescue  opera- 
tions were  conducted,  making  use  of  both  civilian  and 
air  force  facilities.  Operational  costs  are  financed  by 
me  Montana  Aeronautics  Commission.

PROJECTS 

The  Montana  Aeronautics  Commission  publishes  a 
newsletter  v/hich  is  distributed  to  all  registered  pilots. 
This  monthly  newsletter  includes  current  news  on  fly- 
ing activities  in  the  State  and  information  pertaining  to 
good  flying  practices  and  safety.  This  newsletter  has  a 
circulation  of  about  2800. 

The  Montana  Aeronautics  Commission  cooperates 
with  the  State  Department  of  Public  Instruction  in  an 
aviation  education  program  which  included  a notional 
'/workshop  at  the  State  University  made  available  to 


teachers  throughout  the  United  States.  This  workshop 
was  conducted  in  cooperation  with  the  State  University, 
the  United  States  Air  Force  and  the  Civil  Air  Patrol 
with  185  teachers  attending  and  some  60  teachers 
taking  elementary  flight  training.  Cther  workshops 
have  been  conducted  in  conjunction  with  the  Eastern 
Montana  College  and  the  Northern  Montana  College. 

Aviation  materials  and  publications  are  distributed 
to  Montana  elementary  and  secondary  schools  by  the 
State  Department  of  Public  Instruction.  A Supervisor  is 
employed  by  the  State  Department  of  Public  Instruction 
to  carry  out  this  program  with  funds  furnished  by  the 
Montana  Aeronautics  Commission. 

The  Montana  Aeronautics  Commission  has  an  avia- 
tion film  library  which  includes  copies  of  some  thirty 
aviation  films  which  are  mailed  to  schools  and  service 
clubs  throughout  the  State  for  use  on  aviation  picture 
programs.  The  demand  for  these  aviation  films  ex- 
ceeded the  number  of  films  available  during  this  fiscal 
year. 

INCOME  AND  BUDGET 

The  funds  with  which  the  Montana  Aeronautics 
Commission  operates  are  derived  from  a Ic  tax  on 
aviation  fuel.  The  Commission  operations  are  limited 
to  the  funds  available  and  expenditures  for  these  op- 
erations may  be  noted  in  the  planning  budget  made  up 
by  the  Budget  Committee  of  the  Commission  and  ap- 
proved by  the  Commission. 

Detailed  information  on  the  funds  available  and  the 
use  made  of  these  funds  is  contained  in  the  report  sub- 
mitted to  the  Director  of  the  Budget  and  in  the  budget 
report  contained  in  this  annual  report  to  the  Governor. 

Airport  needs  in  Montana  have  continually  ex- 
ceeded the  available  funds  of  the  Montana  Aeronautics 
Commission. 

The  expenditures  of  Commission  funds  conforms  to 
the  budget  approved  by  the  State  Legislature  and  each 
expenditure  is  subject  to  approval  by  the  State  Board 
of  Examiners.
